magnanimously allows Japan to deal with 
the South “economically and strategically 
ag her interests may” require” and’ to have 
“fall commercial freedom "’ the 
North—but either in North in 
“South Corea may Japan permanently 
oceupy .uny «fortress. Further 4 fifty- 
kilometre -zoue is to be drawn along the 
Yalu up tothe Tumen, the tiver bounding’ 
Northern Corea; this zone (which is on the 
Corean side of the river, of course). is to be 
neutral. ‘I'he publication of these proposals, 
if we may assume them to be authentic, 
finally reveals the long-suspected insincerity 
of Rossin’ in her negotiations with Jupan.

THE BATTLE OF VAFIN. 

The burial of tho Russian suldiers wlio were 
Killed in the fight with the Hunghutze or 
Manchnrian highwaymon at the village of Vatio’ 
in Mongolia on the 13th November last, took 
‘place with the usaal ceremonies at Daehitzyo in 
Maneburia on the 9th December. At tho same 
time full information of tha Jittlo campaign 
which terminated at Vafin has beon, published. 
It is a long ebory but an intorosting ane, for it 
spears n close resemblance to many of the British 
campaigns against Doe Wet during the South 
African war. ‘Yhe Manchurian De Wet is 
called ‘Tulenson by tho Russians and seems to 
boa resourcefnl kader, He had under him two 
lioulenunta, ono of thom ao Chinaman, called 
Tenben, and the-othar a Russian convict who 
hod exeapod from the penal colouy.at Sakhalin, 
and who called himself Fuleshoy, but this is 
probably an assumed name. Mention is also 
mado in the reports of the campaign of u 
brother of Fulentoy who was onptured by 
the Chinese and put to death, afd it may 
bo hero stated that Fulenoy himself, who 
was about as useful to Tulensan as 
Abdullzh Sheri was to tho Mat Mullah 
of Somaliland, broke his back in attempting 
fo oseape from the “Russians at Vafin. 
Tulensin vscaped, however, with the losa 
of several of his fingers, A singular feature 
of the nffair is that the Chinese suthori- 
ties seom to have connived at Tulenaan's raids, 
Wihough they showed no hesitation, in. exeont: 
ing ony, of the captarad marauders whom 
‘the Russians handed over to thom.’ But 
it is clear that the Rassians tako caro of 
tho more important of tho robber chivftains 


when the Jatter mounted their hors ad came 


to the conclusion that it was timo'to.b» off, 


‘Ace vding {to tho Russian accounts, the rabbers 
lost 1/3 men killed and about 210 wounded and 
bod te leave behind 259 horsvs and a Jarge

‘Tho Russian losses consisted of ono ,oflicor 
jroundet, and of fone meu killad and nine 
wound-d.

‘The conduet of the 
Chinesa on the borders of Manchgrin is also 
disquieting, in fuct it ia clear that they aro 
encoumging and supporting the monnted 
bandits, 5 course of policy in which they are 
bulieced to be asaisted by the Fapuneso bul which 
isa very mistakenlino for thom to take, If 
China openly joins Japan ina war with Kussia, | 
hor position will ba still worse, for the Russians 
will annex Mongolis aud Chincse Turkestan and 
perhaps overthrow the Monchu dynasty.

Cornet Levaheenovsky was sont io 
pursuit of him with o flying column whilo the 
41st Sotnya came on behind, On the 19th of 
August last the cornet located ‘Tulonaan in the 
‘village of Syakhoutn,’ or rather the. robbers 
made known their presence to the Russians by 
grosting the ‘latter, with ao volley as’ they 
enteved the village. Tho Russian accounts 
say that the bandits wore defeated, but as they
